Russian torpedo boats have shelled 
German positions on the northern 
coast of Courland, according to Berlin. 
In Galicia, along the Lower Stripa 
River, the Russians have made a fur- 
ther advance against the ‘Teutons, 
while in the Caucasus region Turkish 
attacks in the Black Sea littoral were 
repulsed, 

The Turks, who had been contest- 


ing the advance of the Russians to- 
ward Bagdad, in the Serinalkerind 
region, have retreated hastily after 
having sustained heavy losses, leaving 
behind them their tents and war ma- 
terial.

RAINBOW MAKES 
TWO CAPTURES 


Vessels, Chartered by Germans, 
Are Taken by Canadian 
Cruiser

MASATLAN, Mexico, by radio to San 
Diego, Calif., May 7—The Canadian 
cruiser Rainbow brought the three- 
masted auxillary schooner Leonore to 
a position off Masatlan, outside the 
three mile limit today as a prize, and, 
after landing the passengers and crew 
of the sailing vessel, with the excep- 
tion of the captain and purser, all of 
whom were Mexicans, stood off to the 
westward with her prize in tow, 

According to the Leonore's passen- 
gers the capture was effected on May 
3 off Cape Corrientes, About a week 
ago, the Rainbow captured as a prize 
in the Guif of California the power 
schooner Oregon, owned by the Crow- 
ley Launch and Towboat Company, of 
San Francisco, and chartered to the 
German firm of Lindus & Company, of 
Masatlan, 

The Leonore was said to belong to 
the Mexican Lloyd Company, of which 
Capt. Fred Jebron, who owned the 
notorious steamer Masatlan, was the 
principal owner, At the time of her 
capture the Leonore was under charter 
to Otto Ragamacher, German vice- 
consul at Guaymas, Mexico.

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BRITISH WOMEN 
WORKING HARD 


Over 300,000 Engaged on Tasks 
That Were Formerly Thought 
Impossible

LONDON, May 7—Addressing his 
constituents yesterday afternoon, 
David Lloyd George defended his de- 
mands for compulsion, the necessity 
for which he said arose last Septem- 
ber. 

Compulsion, the munttions minister 
said, simply meant that the country 


was organizing itself in an orderly, 
consistent and resolute manner for 
war, which could not be run as a 


Sunday school treat. He declared it 
has never been said that Great Bri- 
tain could raise as many men in pro- 
portion to population as France. This, 
he said, was impossible, as Great Bri- 
tain supplied France and her other al- 
lies with steel, coal, material and mu- 
nitions, and maintained the greatest 
navy in the world. There, however, 
was still a considerable margin of men 
available for war, and if the need arose 
for increasing the army, women, more 
and more, were coming to the rescue 
in the munition works, There were 
nearly 300,000 women, Mr. Lloyd 
George said, engaged on tasks that be- 
fore the war one would never have 
dreamed women were capable of dis- 
charging. As the result of this, the 
country had increased enormously not 
merely the output, but its capacity te 
furnish munitions of war. ‘

NEW YORK, May 7—On the eve of 
the anniversary of the sinking of the 
Lusitania, which he commanded, 
Captain W, T. Turner was confronted 
here yesterday with a strike of the sea- 
men aboard his vessel, the Ultonia, one 
of the largest freighters of the Cunard 
Line.

Atack Troopers’ Shack. 

A few miles west of Glenn Springs 
an American patrol of eight men from 
Troop A., of the 14th Cavalry, under 
command of Sergt. Smith, was en- 
countered, The bandits at eleven 
o'clock began an attack on the little 
temporary shack in which the eight 
troopers were quartered, 


The attackers rushed toward the 
shack, shouting “Viva Villa,” and 
“Viva Carranza.” In a fight lasting 


until four o'clock in the morning three 
of the soldiers were killed and all the 
rest wounded. Sergeant Smith and 
two or three of the others, reinforced 
by ranchmen, kept up the fight, and 
about four o'clock the Mexicans re- 
treated toward Glenn Springs. There 
they looted a general store and killed 
the ten-year-old son of C. G, Comp- 
ton, Then they proceeded to Boquil- 
las, a few miles north of the Rio 
Grande, where they seized supplies 
and forage, and rode on again, 

Their next stop was Demers, where 
they despoiled the general store of 
John Demers, after which they cross- 
ed back into Mexico, taking with them 
Demers and Louis Coy, a man in his 
employ, 


GERMANS GET 
AEROPLANES 


Report That Enemy Sank Bri- 
tish Submarine is Declared 
to be False 


(By Morning Hulletin Leased Wire) 

BERLIN, May 7 (via wireless to 
Sayville)—The following announce- 
ments were made by the German ad- 
miralty today: 

“Off the Flanders coast on the after- 
non of May 5, an enemy aeroplane was 
shot down in an air combat with the 
cooperation of a German torpedo boat, 
The arrival of Dritisn forces impeded 
the rescue of the inmates. On May 
6, German torpedo boats captured, un- 
damaged a British aeroplane and made 
prisoners of both the piloting officers, 

“British submarine E-31 was sunk 
west of Horn Reefs (off the west coast 
of Norway)), on the morning of May 
5, by the artillery fire of a German 
ship.” 

LONDON, May 7-——A British official 
communication issued this evening 
admits the loss of two naval aero- 
planes, but denies the German claim 
of the sinking of submarine E-31, 
which is declared to have’ returned 
safetly to its base. The communica- 
tion says: 

“With reference to the official Ger- 
man report published today, it is a 
fact two naval aeroplanes are miss- 
ing. The body of Flight Bub-Lieut. H. 
8. Simms has been picked up at sea, 
and Observer Sub-Lieut. C, J. Mullens 
is missing. A life-belt has been pick- 
ed up in the vicinity, Regarding the 
aeroplane reported captured by the 
Germans, the names of the officers 
concerned are Flight Sub-Lieut. A. 4, 
N, Colley, and Lieut. Minge,

HERE SAYS CALGARY PAPER

Efforts of Local Men May Have Borne Fruit and Battalions With 
Headquarters Here May be Quartered in City for Summer. 
Gen, Cruickshank Strongly Opposed to the Idea. 


Efforts that have been made by the 
Wdmonton Board of Trade and city 
officials to have the battalions now in 
the city remain here during the sum- 
mer instead of going to Sarcee Camp, 
in Calgary, apparently have born 
fruit. The Calgary Herald publishes a 
rather full account of the efforts that 
have been made and, in a rather dis- 
appointed way, mentions that Cal- 
gary'’s plans to extend the street rail- 
way to Sarcee had been made upon 
the supposition that the Kdmonton 
regiments would be tnere as well as 
those from Southern Alberta. 

It is understood that ong of the 
principal and most forcible arguments 
made by the local men was that the 
expense of transporting the Edmonton 
battalions to Calgary and back again 
to Edmonton in the fall would be 
more than equal to the extra expense 
that would be necessary to establish 
a camp here, 

Here is the story as it appears in 
the Calgary Herald: 

“Although nothing official will ve 
given out until the matter is finally 
settled by the military headquarters at 
Ottawa, it would not come as a sur- 
prise if Edmonton will have a camp 
this year. A telegram has been re- 
ceived from Ottawa by a local man 
stating that the whole matter has been 
settled and that the northern city will 
have a camp, On the other hand, an- 
other well known man in the city has 
received a wire this afternoon to the 
effect that there will be no splitting 
tp of the camp in military district No, 
13, and that all the men in training in 
that district Will be under canvas at 
Sarcee. ‘ 

The Herald understands 
local military authorities have re- 
ported very strongly against the ad- 
visability of holding a camp at Wd- 
monton, firstly on account of the 
great cost to the government of layiug 
out a camp there, and secondly on ac- 
count of the fact that the splitting of 
the camp would be detrimental to 
training from a military point of view, 
as the endeavor in all large camps is 
to have the men trained together so 


that the 


that they may he familiar with the 
carrying out of manoeuvres, It would 
also entail a large amount of extra 


work on the headquarters’ staff. 
Principal Objection, 

However, the principal objection, it 
is stated, against it, was the expense, 
but it is also understood that the city 
ot Kdmonton have piven assurances 
of their willingness to reimburse the 
government for this outlay, It was 
estimated*by the engineers that it 
would cost several thousands of dol- 
lars to lay out the grounds and to 
connect up with water pipes, ete, 

“A delegation from Mdmonton 
twice visited Ottawa and has made 
strong representations to the militta 
department with regard to the matter, 
It their request is granted it is under- 
stood that the city will undertake all 
the work in connection with the pre- 
paration of the camp which would be 
situated in the southwest of the for- 
mer town of Strathcona, now a part 
of the southern portion of the city of 
Edmonton, 

“If Edmonton's request is acceded 
to it will mean that the camp in mili- 
tary district No, 13 will be split exact- 
ly in half, seven battalions being lo- 
cated there and seven at the Sarcee 

This would mean that the Sarcee 
camp would be much about the same 
size as last year, 

How Battalions Stand, 

“The battalions that are in training 
and being recruited at Edmonton are

Notice has been 
given that a bill will be introduced re- 
lating to the Quebee and Saguenay 
Railway, It will provide for expro- 
priation of the line, the priee to be 
fixed by the exchequer court. When 
the purchase is made the railway will 
become a branch of the National 
Transcontinental Raikway, 

Tie Paul Lamarche resolution’ re- 
lating to the bi-lingual situetion, which 
was made public on Thursday night 
has not appeared on the order paper 
and may be withdrawn. If it is there 
is said to be a probability of a similar 
resolution coming from the Liberal 
side of the House, Should this prove 
to be the case, any prospect of proro- 
gation taking place on Saturday night 
Will vanish, as the discussion would 
probably last for about three days, 

It is said that a parliamentary of-

Rev. C. H. Huestis Speaks 
to Students of Alberta 
College 


Speaking on the Patriotism of Peace 
as distinct from the Patriotism of 
War, Mr, Justice Stuart, of Calgary, 
chancellor of the University of Al- 
berta, delivered the annual address to 
the graduating class in the assembly 
hall in the arts building leet night 
The class, as well as graduates of the 
Western Universities Battalion, under 
Capt. MeLeod, occupied reserved seats 
in the body of the hall, while on the 
platform were Dr, Tory, president of 
the University, the Lieutenant-Gover-

ht. Kerr, dean of the faculty of arts 
and science, and Dean Howes, of the 
faculty of agriculture. The congrega-

Mr. Justice Stuart said that when 
he consented to preach the ‘“‘bacca- 
laureate sermon” he thought he might 
venture to fulfil his engagement by 
giving expression to a few idegs that 
had been running through his mind 
during the last few days on a subject 
he might describe as the Patriotism 
of Peace as distinct from the Patriot- 
ism of War, By that he meant the 
patriotism of the non-combatant who 
was in the ordinary activities of life, 
performing the works of peace as dis- 
tinct from the patriotism of the war- 
rior. ‘Whatever lessons we have lear- 
ed and are learning from thia great 
tragedy of war that is hanging like a 
pall over humanity, I think," saic Ae, 
“one revelation has come to us. and 
will continue to be a great lesson for 
humanity in all future time; and that 
it the revelation and the consciousness 
of the possibility of courage, sacrifice, 
and endurance that have been latent 
within our citizen soldiery. I say that 
that revelation and that consciousness, 
whether we think of the soldiers of 
France, of Beglian, of England and of 
own land, will remain with us as 
‘at possession of which even time 
will not deprive us. But although we 
have that revelation and that cons- 
clousness cheering us I think it is ac- 
companied—I know it is with me, and 
“a good many of us—with a certain fear 
und anxiety as to how we, who are 
forced to be non-combatant, forced to 
continue in the works of peace, shall 
prove ourselves worthy of the saeri- 
flees that are being made on our be- 
half,” 

The Individual Acid Test, 

“Tam going,” he continued, “to 
presenti a lest, a test which each of us 
can only apply in the secret of his own 
consciousness, the result of which no-

If we meet that test we may be able 
to go forward to do what we have to 
do in the business of life, but unless 
we meet it | fear that even as patriots 
of peace we shall fail.” 
Not New But Old Standards, 

Remarking that he read with im- 
patience ‘the articles about the new 
ideals, and the new standards of value 
that were going to be set up as a eon- 
sequence of the war, he said that in- 
stead of adopting new standards of 
value they were only adopting and 
adapting certain very ol@ standards of 
value that had been dinned and din- 
ned into the ears of humanity during 
the last twenty centuries, ever since 
Christ began His teaching, but which 
thad, as a general role, failed to sink 
more than skin dep into human cons- 
clousness, They talked about patriot- 
ism and love of country, and they talk- 
ed about the welfare of. their olty, the 
Dominion and the Empire, but the 
trouble was they failed to giye con- 
crete content to those ideas, and fall- 
ed to recognize that, like the circles 
widening after a stone was thrown 
into a poool, they all had their move- 
ment from a common Genire. After 
all this talk about patriotism, love of 
country and the welfare of their city 
or their province had’ its starting point 
in the teaching that “we must loye 
God with all our heart and our hs 
bor as ourself." What wes needed was 
a widening of their social consclous- 
ness. While they swelled with emo- 
tion when they heard patriotic Words, 
they were apt when they returned to 
their ordinary avocations to forget the 
practical content of their patriotism.

Selection the Thing 

Success or faliure in’ the poultry 
business often is resultant upon breed- 
ing, Unless we breed in a careful and 
intelligent manner our chances for 
suceses are slim. It does not matter 
what we are &triving for, good show 
birds, meat, or for stock that will 
prove profitable as a producer of 
market eggs, the results hing» directly 
upow proper breeding. Selection is 
the Keynote to success. We cannot 
breed from the whole flock and expect 
creditable and profitable stock. Like 
produces like, and we should breed 
fromsonty such stock as we know will 
prodiice progeny at least equal to, if 
not superior to, the parent stock, Then 
und only then, can we hope to crown 
our efforts with success. 

We must not overlook the question 
of weight when selecting our breeders, 
Most of the varieties have standard 
weights and we should judge our 
stock accerdingly. It is never advis- 
uble to use birds for breeding purposes 
that are much below standard weight. 
Neither should we breed from birds 
that are much over weight as their 
excessive fatness will not be condu- 
cive to proper breeding results, In 
judging the weights of the fowls, how- 
ever, we must also take into consider- 
ation the size of the birds. Small 
birds will often attain standard 
weight, but they can do so only by’ be- 
ing in an overfat condition, Such 
birds should, of course, be culled out, 
A bird of good size that is standard 
Weight or a little over when well filled 
out and is in a vigorous and healthy 
condition., may be considered as be- 
ing in proper breeding condition, 
Infertile Eggs Keep Best

bad eggs can be obviated by the pro- 
duction of infertile eggs.

have been conducted during the past 
two years by the Department of Agri- 
culture of the United States. Between 
the consumer and producer there is 
an annual Joss $45,000,000 on the egg 
crop of the United States, the greater 
portion of which falls on the farmer, 
who is by far the largest producer, Of 
this enormous loss, about one-third, or 
$15,000,000, is caused by heat which 
develops the embryo of the fertile 
ege, causing what is known to the 
trade as a “blood ring.” As it is im- 
possible to produce a “blood ring” in 
an infertile egg, such an egg will 
stand a higher degree of temperature 
without serious deterioration than will 
a fertile egg. If farmers and others 
engaged in the production of eggs 
would market their male birds or sep- 
arate them from the females as soon 
as the hatching season is over, a large 
saving would be made, as practically 
every infertile egg would grade first if 
clean and promptly marketed. No 
more simple or efficient method for 
the improvement of the egg supply of 
the country could be adopted than the 
production of infertile eggs, 

Dust Bath For Hens 

Hens need frequent baths, This 
will astonish some when they first 
read it, but the truth is that the kind 
of bath the hen needs is a dust bath, 
not a dirty bath as many suppose. She 
gets enough dirt on her body, and it is 
only with the assistance of the dust 
bath that she is enabled to rid herself 
of the dirt, scales and lice that may 
have got on her. The dry dust, into 
which has been mixed finely sifted 
coal ashes, is splendid and costs noth- 
ing. This is one of the things the 
poultryman gets for nothing, and yet 
one of the most remunerative in the 
business. 

The White Breeds 

The White Plymouth Rock is a good 
layer, producing an egg of different 
shades from a dark brown down to a 
very light brown in color, They make 
grand roasting fowls, of medium size. 
As broilers they are good, but do not 
come up to the qualifications in this 
respect as well as the White Wyan- 
dottes. 

The White Wyandottes are grand 
layers, producing a good sized egg of 
uniform brown color (much depend- 
ing on breeding), and are excellént 
winter layers. As a broiler fowl they 
are considered A No. 1, For small or 
medium sized roasters they are very 
good. 

The White Cornish is not in the lay- 
ing class with the above breeds, but

The front should 
have an opening 4 feet wide the en- 
tire length to admit fresh air; one 
door in end for entrance, A_ partition 
of wire mesh sould be made across 
the middle to divide the pens. The 
best floor is made of concrete, but 
would probably be too expensive for 
beginners, but the dirt floor will an- 
swer if it is made just a little higher 
than the ground outside, The drop- 
pings boards should be in the end of 
the house where the roof is the low- 
est and should be about 3% feet wide 
clear across the house, Removable 
roosts should be made of 2x4 pieces 
slightly rounded on edges. Sufficient 
nest boxes should be built alongside or 
under droppings board, up off the 
floor so as not to take up floor space, 
also dust bath about 2%x3% feet 
should be placed about eighteen 
inches from the floor. The drinking 
fountains and the feed hoppers, also, 
should be placed up off the floor, so 
that no dirt can get in them and 
make them filthy. Cover your floor 
about eight or ten inches with good 
dry litter--and you are ready for your 
birds 

A house constructed in this way 
has no waste space, is dry and warm, 
free from filth and draughts, and 
should be a pleasure to” its owner, 
With a little care it is easily kept in a 
sanitary condition and you will never 
be declared a nuisance by your next- 
door neighbor.

Thus it will be seen that North Al- 
berta has contributed 63 per cent. of 
the amount necessary to provide for 
the dependents of her brave soldiers; 


and while it is true that Alberta has 
given more than her quota of men to 


the Canadian army than the other 
provinces of Canada, it should Ae 
borne in mind that the recruiting 
ratio is increasing in the other pro- 


vinces, and as the war progresses Al- 
berta will be required to increase the 
percentage of the amount required to 
honorably discharge the obligitions 
resting on those who remain at home 


to the dependents of the men who have 


pledged their lives to uphold the honor 
of Canada.

The amount credited here to the em- 
ployees of the Alberta government re- 
presents but half of what these men 
and women have paid in, An equat 
sum has been paid into the South Al- 
berta branch, 

In this connection the committee 
would like to put on reeord the splen 
did loyalty of the wage earners and 
salaried employees of the city of Kd- 


monton and other districts of North 
Alberta, 

The men of the various mining 
camps, such as Mountain Park, Livert- 
ville, Jasper Collieries .and Cardiff 
have done remarkably well, The 
magnificent generosity of the staffs 


and employees of a number of firms in 
Edmonton should also be mentioned, 

In making this brief summary of 
the work done by the North Alberta 
branch of the Canadian Patriotic Fund 
during the last 20 months, the execu- 
tive committee desires to draw the at- 
tention of subscribers and the entire 
public to the following observations: 

(1) The men of Edmonton and the 
country districts and towns of North 
Alberta have shown by latest recruit- 
ing figures that they are loyal and true 
to ‘the Empire. Those who have not 
enlisted or who cannot do so should do 
their duty and give what they can to 
keep the dependents of these brave 
men in reasonable comfort while they 
are on active service. 

(2) It will require nearly 350,000 
month to pay the dependents resident 
in North Alberta until the end of the 
present financial year, August 31st 
next. 

(3) Every dollar contributed goes 
to the dependents, not a cent In salar- 
jes or office expenses, The provincial 
government pays the sularies of the 
clerical staff and the other administra- 
tion expenses, 

The committee has met daily since 
the work berun in October, 1914, tu 
consider applications for assistance 
and to pass on the same, All this 
work has been done fearlessly and im- 
partially without remuneration of any 
kind. and the money distributed av- 
cording to the need of each family at 
rates that are fair and equitable. 

(5) Considerable misunderstanding 
exists in the public mind with respect 
to soldiers’ wives drawing allowance 
from the Patriotic Fund and who de- 
sire to supplement their incomes by 
going out to service, doing occasional 
nursing, office work or whatever they 
are fitted to do, The committee has 
not laid down any rigid rule. Every 
case is dealt with on its merits. A 
general rule, however, has been adopt- 
ea, viz., that if a soldier's wife or de- 
pendent has a permanent position, and 
the salary is sufficient with the separa- 
tion allowance to afford her a reason- 
able subsistence, the Patriotic Fund 
will not consider her as coming within 
the statute as a “case of need"; or 


again, if the dependent has a perman-|the drop, which, for 


ent revenue or income which, with 
the separation allowance, affords a 
comfortable living, she is not regarded 
as a “case of need.”’ Hence assist- 
ance is not granted. 

But if the work performed is tem- 
porary and the revenue or income is 
of a casual nature, the committee 
does not take this into account in com- 
puting the monthly allowance, There 
is, therefore, no prohibition against 
the dependents working and earning 
what they can, and in all cases where 
it is not detrimental to the young 
children ir the home, it is authorized 
and not discouraged, 

At the outbreak of the war, and for 
many months afterwards, it was in 
many cases easier for the wife and 
mother of a family to obtain employ- 
ment than for the husband and father; 
when the husbands of these women 
enlisted they naturally ceased work to 
eure for their famliies. It would have 
been contributing to the neglect of the 


children in these homes had the 
mothers been forced to continue 
work, 


MOUNTED POLICE |

Man They Couldn't Hang 

To the Bulletin: IT have recently 
heard an old,country tale about some 
man that couldn't be hung. Is there 
any foundation for this story? 

\ Curious, City. 

On Monday, February 238, 1884, 
John Lee, found guilty of the murder 
of Miss Emma: A. W. Keyse at Babba- 
combe, Devonshire, was led forth to 
be executed, but the trap failed to 
work, and he was taken away from 
the scaffold while the machinery was 
being retested. Once more his legs 
were strapped and the rope adjusted, 
but again the trap failed to work. Five 
minutes later he was again placed on 
the third time, 
did not move. He was then taken 
back to his cell, where he learned a 
few days later that his sentence had 
been commuted to penal servitude for 
life, the governor of the jail inform- 
ing him that although the sentence 
was nominally for life, it really meant 
a twenty-years’ sentence. He was not 
released, however, until December 17, 
1907, nearly 23 years after the failure 
to hang him. Lee has written a book 
entitled “The Man They Could Not 
Hang.” He declares that he wag en- 
tirely innocent of the murder, and 
tells that in the night before he was 
to have been hanged he dreamt that 
he was on the scaffold, “I heard the 
bolt drawn, but the scaffold would not 
work. Three times the bolt was 
drawn, and three times it failed to act. 
That was all. I saw no one else on 
the scaffold beside me in my dream. 
I seemed to be alone in space.” Next 
morning he told the warden about the 
dream as he was getting ready to go 
to the scaffold. The dream came true.
